Africans, 
showing the world how 
to play? 

No wonder the 
Europeans were con- 
fused. 

We're used to think- 
ing of Africans as a less 
favoured breed, strick- 
en by poverty, stretch- 
ing out their hands for 
aid, 

Most disorientating 
to be outplayed by 
them. It was no easier

box. Faced with some- 
thing they didn’t 
understand, they 
reached for the com- 
foi? of the stereotype. 
Some of this was 
actually quite nasty.

Witch-doctors 


One might observe 
that Bryan Robson cal- 
led in Olga Stringtel- 
low to ‘faith-heal’ his 
injuries without any 
suggestion that English 
Society was fascinated 
by witch-doctors, 

A similar point can 
be made about Jack 
and the boys’ visit to 
the head witch-doctor 
in Rome. 

If you find that 
offensive — might not 
Africans be offended 
to be informed that 
they can't watch a 
match without expect- 
ing the result to be in- 
fluenced by super- 
natural forces? 

In fact ITV had the 
Camerounian  in- 
ternational Charles 
Ntamark to say these 
stories had no serious 
foundation. 

As for the witch- 
doctor interviewed by 
ITV: if they can’t spot 
a tourist trap when 
they see one, we can 
only hope that they got 
seriously fleeced! 

Several times com- 
mentators referred to 
the Camerounians as 
“happy-go-lucky” No 
less appropriate term 
could be found (try 
“cynical” or “pragma- 
tic” according to taste). 

“Happy-go-lucky” is 
actually a patronising 
term meaning black. 


One half expected 
Suggestions that they'd 
replace the half-time 
Oranges with waterme- 
lons! (If you're black, 
try entering “happy- 
go-lucky” under ‘race’ 
in next year’s census — 
see if OPCS get the 
joke.) African football 
is not played in front of 
peasants and their 
goats — it’s an urban 
game and a big deal. 

It's hard to say 
where ignorance stops 
and racism begins, 

We may perhaps be 
charitable and use the 
former term to de- 
scribe Barry Davies’ 
comment on an Ex 
tian — “may his tribe 
increase” — or his re- 
ference to Hassan's 
Christian name”. 

And we might just

Or Big Ron's de- 
scription of the 
tians’ defensive success 
against Ireland: “you'd 
have expected a team 
of their sort of 
nationality to wilt 
under the pressure’? 

I'd love to see Atko 
justify that one. They 
don't like it up ‘em, do 
they Ron? 

If people are bitten 
by the fangs of 
nationalism then no 
wonder they're 
poisoned by prejudice. 
It’s hard to fault the 
pundits for taking a 
nationalistic approach 
when nearly every- 
body else did too (in- 
cluding no doubt most 
WSC readers), 

The only exception 
on TV was two mi- 
nutes of Steven Wells 
on Channel 4's Kick- 
back. Still, if your first 
thought is to support 
‘our boys’, perspective 
goes out the window. 


Restraint 


Actually it helped 
that England did play 
with unusual restraint, 
and brought home the 
Fair Play award. 

But it was still 
beyond the wit of most 
commentators to take 
a balanced view of 
English indiscipline, or 
of officials’ decisions in 
England’s matches.

Dismal though the 
decision was, it wasn't 
as if a penalty had 
been given.

‘Latin temperament’? 

Commentators 
assume that only we 
Brits interpret the 
Laws properly, and 
foreigners are to be 
ticked off for not com- 
ing up to our stan- 
dards, 

“Sosa unable to con 
the English referee,” 
grinned Davies. 

The relevance of 
George Courtney's 
nationality probably 
escaped the watching 
billions, but not our 
boys in the studio.

Couldn't the same, 
Billy, be said of the 86 
Uruguayans? 

But it’s not just the 
bias that disturbs. 

It's that nationalism 
means not just support 
for your own, but 
hostility to those out- 
side the fold. 

Sometimes this mat- 
fers more, sometimes 
less. 

It depends on the 
context. Given the 
context of Britain's re- 
lations with Argentina 
(and the ill-feeling 
over the ‘Hand of 
God’), the overtly anti- 
Argentina attitude of 
commentators was 
utterly irresponsible. 

In its unremitting 
hostility it amounted 
to a campaign. 

Kicking 

Argentina did their 
share of kicking but 
they were also kicked 
themselves not a little. 

Five of their oppo- 
nents were sent off. 
This did not evoke 
John Motson’s sym- 
pathies — Motty de- 
voted much of his 
Argentina-Romania 
commentary to attack- 
ing the Argentines, 
and Maradona (the 


world’s most fouled 
player) for “theatrics”, 

He was egged on by 
Bobby Charlton, who 
broadened the range 
to include “‘some of 
the South American 
countries.” 

Half a continent 
condemned for the sins 
of just one man. 

Having enjoyed 
Dean Saunders” efforts 
at the Manor Ground I 
can assure Bobby that 
this habit is not con- 
fined to the Southern 
hemisphere. 

Perhaps Bobby 
would like to trace the 


Latins’ deficiencies to 
the Welsh influence in 
Patagonia? 

Some players had 
their inability to stand 
upright under pressure 
ascribed to the bad in- 
fluence of playing in 
Italian football. 

Another stereotype, 
but not one Maradona 
was permitted. 

No-one had a good 
word for Diego, not 
even when he clearly 
deserved it for defus- 
ing tension in the semi 
by communicating 
with the Italians 
whenever tempers 
rose. 

No — Barry Davies’ 
position was clear: 
“football has not bene- 
fited by this result,” he 
complained. Why not,

The culmination was 
a final commentary by 
John Motson that I 
found quite as repul- 
sive as the match itself. 

Never before have I 
been unable to watch a 
match because of the 
commentator, but I 
switched to ITV before 
the end.

McCulloch, who 
takes the penalties for 
his National League 
club Marconi, slotted 
the ball past the keeper 
in the right corner. 

Thailand came out 
firing in the second half 
and referee Djar Umar 
flashed seven yellow 
cards, five against Thai- 
land, to stop a spate of 
vicious tackles. 

‘Australian captain 
Paul Wade suffered a 
badly bruised right thigh 
and is in doubt for 


Saturday's final. 

He has received quick 
treatment from the 
team’s medical staff and 
will be rested as much as 
possible to try and get 
him fit for the match 
against Indonesia. 

Australia had to tuke 
the game to Thailand 
which was content to sit 
back in defence and 
wait for a sudden break- 
away. 

“Indonesia will be 
harder and we can’t 
afford to miss the same 
number of chances,” 
said Socceroo coach Les 
Scheinflug.

Berti Vogts in charge 


BY ARTHUR ROTHMIL* 


THE career of Berti Vogts, one of the 
produced, has now reached a glorious climax. 


Immediately after the 
World Cup he took over 
as arranged from one of 
his former international 
partners, Franz Becken- 
bauer, as national 
manager. 

Curiously enough, he 
had also succeeded 
Beckenbauer as natio- 
nal captain in 1977. 

Yet Vogts was never 
Beckenbauer’s manage- 
rial assistant. 

He has been em- 
ployed by the DFB (FA) 
for the past 11 years and 
until now was in charge 
of the under-21s as well 
as all representative 
teams at various junior 
levels. 

Beckenbauer's assis- 
tant was for the past two 
years Holger Osieck, 
who like his boss is also 
standing down — he is 
taking over as team 
manager at Schalke. 

Vogts’ new assistant 
will be nis former mate 
at Borussia Moncheng- 
ladbach and in the 
national side, Rainer 
Bonhof. 

Nevertheless, Vogts 
is continuing the tradi- 
tion of “Dynasty”, the 
system of continuity for 
which the Germans are 
envied worldwide. 

With one exception 
(Beckenbauer), Ger- 
many’s national team 
managers have always 
been recruited from the 
DFB’s own coaching 
staff and this trend goes 
back to the pre-war era. 

The first national 
team boss was Prof. 
Otto Nerz in the 1930s. 

He was succeeded by 
his assistant, the vener- 
able Sepp Herberger. 

He handed over the 
reins to his right-hand 
man Helmut Schon, 
who in turn passed on 
the responsibility to his 
lieutenant Jupp 
Derwall. 

Beckenbauer was the 
only one engaged “out 
of line’ of succession. 

And now Vogts takes 
over and there couldn't 
have been a more popu- 
lar choice. 

He looks back on a 
marvelously successful 
career as a player hav- 
ing gained 96 caps — 
only Beckenbauer has 
more (103). 

Hans-Hubert Vogts, 
the son of a shoemaker, 
was born on December 
30, 1946 in Buttgen 

As a nine-year-old he 
already played for his 
local club VfR Buttgen 
with the juniors. 

Other clubs rejected 
him later because he 
was too small. 

But Berti persevered 
and despite limited 
natural talent made the 
grade through hard 
work, total commitment 
and discipline 

Three coaches, Heinz 
Murach, Dettmar 
Cramer and Hennes 
Weisweiler had a deci- 
sive influence on his de- 
velopment as a player. 

Already as a youngs- 
ter at 13, between 1959 
and 1960, he lost both 
his parents and was 
raised by his aunt as a 
church-going Christian

and choir boy. 

He learned the trade 
of a toolmaker, while 
coach Murach con- 
verted him from a for- 
ward to a defender. 

From the junior ranks 
Berti made it to the 
national youth side and 
played in the UEFA- 
championships in 1965. 

Although his 
favourite club was For- 
tuna Dusseldorf, he 
joined Borussia Mon- 
chengladbach, then in 
the Second Division, on 
the recommendation of 
Cramer who knew that 
Weisweiler would make 
Berti into a complete 
footballer. 

He played in his first 
Bundesliga match in 
1965 and two years later 
celebrated his inter- 
national debut against 
Yugoslavia in Belgrade. 

After 14 years at 
Gladbach he hung up 
his boots in 1979 to join 
the DFB. 

Having meantime 
obtained his ‘Trainer- 
Lizenz’ (coaching di- 
ploma), he was put in 
charge of the newly cre- 
ated under-21 team. 

Vogts was only 
17lcms yet as a defen- 
der he was a symbol of 
total engagement on the 
field. 


‘As well as 96 caps he 
won the World Cup, 
two UEFA-Cup win- 
ners mementoes, five 
West German league 
championship plaques, 
one for the DFB-Cup, 
was voted Footballer of 
the Year in 1971 and 
1979 and played 419 
Bundesliga games in 
which he scored 33 
goals. 

He was known as a 
“terrier” for his fierce 


tackling and played his 
last international in the 
1978 World Cup in 
Argentina in that 2-3 
defeat by Austria. 

Now he has reached 
the pinnacle of his 
career 

His engagement was 
greeted with almost 
unanimous delight 

His appointment was 
logical, moreover as the 
vast majority of the 
national. squad's play- 
ers have graduated 
through the under-21, 
or youth side, which 
Berti controlled.
